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A WHOLE GENERATION of fans has grown up that never knew a year that did not 
have its annual All Star Game. Yet this shining ornament in the baseball 
calendar came into being only nineteen years ago. In that summer of 1933 was 
finally given the first concrete answer to all the years of debates, arguments 

on that eternal topic of fanning—namely, the composition of the best team 


the game could produce. 


In reply were assembled from the clubs in both leagues two such teams, the players picked 
by the very fans who had long held forth on the merits of their favorite lineups and 
pitted them finally in a ball game. It was the game the fans long had dreamed of, never 


imagined would ever come about. 


This first Dream Game was played in Chicago as baseball’s contribution to that city’s 

Century of Progress World Fair. The intense interest and excitement it created made of it 
more than baseball first intended; obliged the major leagues to make it an annual contest. The 
managers of the two All Star teams were the late John McGraw, for the Nationals; 


Connie Mack for, of course, the Americans. 


Among the players selected for that historic game were Chuck Klein, Pepper Martin, Frankie 
Frisch, Chick Hafey, Jimmy Wilson, Gabby Hartnett, Carl Hubbell, Lefty O’Doul, Pie 

' Traynor, Paul Waner, Lon Warneke, Dick Bartell, Woody English. And on the other side, 
Babe Ruth, who embellished it with a home run; Charley Gehringer, Lefty Grove, Lou Gehrig, 

“ Al Simmons, Jimmy Dykes, Lefty Gomez, Joe Cronin, Tony Lazzeri, Wes Ferrell, 
Earl Averill, Bill Dickey. 


They were all great figures, the idols of countless numbers 

as have been all the changing players who have since 

followed them and gained this signal honor. Still, there must be 
some regret that the All Star Game was not conceived

Perhaps the greatest individual exploit of the eighteen games that preceded this one was 

a pitching feat by Carl Hubbell. Starting National League pitcher in the second game 

of the series, played in the Polo Grounds in 1934, this great 
left-hander put his name forever in the records by 
fanning five of the American League’s mightiest sluggers 
in succession—Babe Ruth, Lou Gehrig, Jimmy Foxx, 


Al Simmons and Joe Cronin. 


However, the games have been replete with memorable 
deeds, as might be expected of so colorful a spectacle. 
For instance, few who attended the 1941 contest in Detroit 
will forget the ninth inning home run Ted Williams hit 
with two aboard to give the American League 


a last-minute 7-5 victory. 


Others who have starred in the game include Bill Nicholson, 
Stan Musial, Joe DiMaggio, Lou Boudreau, Rudy York, 
Ralph Kiner, Robin Roberts, Richie Ashburn, Willie Jones,

National League Manager and Coaches 


LEO DUROCHER, Manager 


Like his managerial rival of today, Leo Durocher is piloting 
his third entrant into the Dream Game as field boss of the 
National League. The colorful manager of the New York 
Giants managed the N.L. All Stars in 1942 and 1948, played 
in the games of 1936 and 1988. 


A fighting, scrapping competitor from the day he first ap- 
peared on the big league scene, Durocher broke in as shortstop 
with the New York Yankees in 1928. In 1930 he went to the 
Cincinnati Reds and in ’83 was traded to the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 


Obtained by Brooklyn in 1938, the following season he started 
a span of nine years as manager of the Dodgers. In mid-season 
of his tenth year (1948) he moved to the New York Giants, 
succeeding Mel Ott. Leo won the pennant with Brooklyn in 
1941, with the New York Giants last year. 


Naturally enough, Durocher’s aides today are the three men 
who serve him in that capacity with his own club—Freddy 
Fitzsimmons, Herman Franks and Frank Shellenback. Fitz- 
simmons, a fine, right-hand knuckle-ball pitcher renowned 
for his spirit, entered the big time with the New York Giants 
in 1925, in 1937 was traded to Brooklyn. Freddy managed the 
Phillies in 1948, ’44 and the first half of the 1945 season; has 
been coaching the Giants since 1949. 


Herman Franks, former catcher for the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Dodgers and the Athletics, spent four years in the service in 
World War II, became coach of the Giants in 1949. Frank 
Shellenback, given trials by the Chicago White Sox in 1918 
and 1919, was a pitching star in the Pacific Coast League for 
16 years, twice winning 26 games and once, 27. This is his 
third season as coach for Leo Durocher.

American League Manager and Coaches 


Charles Dillon Stengel, known affectionately wherever base- 
ball is known as “Casey” Stengel, leading the American League 
All Stars for the third year in a row, is vying once again for 
his first victory in the contest. Now in his 43d year in base- 
ball, extending back to the season of 1910, Stengel has been 
player, executive and manager. 


He starred in the National League outfields for 14 years, re- 
turned after his playing days were over to manage Brooklyn 
-from 1934 through 1936 and the Boston Braves from 1938 
through 1943. He has led the Yankees since 1949 and can 
boast of three straight world championships. 


Assisting Stengel are his three Yankee coaches; Bill Dickey, 
Frankie Crosetti and Jim Turner. None of them needs intro- 
duction for their fame as players is still fresh in mind. Dickey, 
one of the greatest catchers the game has known, did the 
Yankee receiving from 1929 to 1946, save for two years in the 
service. He played in eight world series, seven Dream Games. 


Frankie Crosetti, another of the many San Francisco Italians 
to shine in the major leagues, was an ace shortstop for the 
Yankees from the moment he joined them in 1932. In seven 
world series, he set a record for shortstops by playing in 
28 games.

Jim Turner, third member of the coaching staff, shone on the 
pitching hill for the Boston Braves and Cincinnati Reds, later 
as relief pitcher for the Yankees. Through as a major league 
CHARLES DILLON STENGEL, Manager performer after the season of 1945, he managed in the minors 
for three years, joined the Yanks as a coach in 1949 along 
with Dickey.

Selection of Teams 


Fo.Lowiné are the rules, promulgated by the Commissioner 
of Baseball, for the selection of the competitors in today’s 
contest: 


“Each team will consist of 25 players. 


“The leading eight players, by position, with the exception 
of the pitcher, will be selected by fan poll conducted by 
newspapers, radio stations and magazines throughout the 
country. 


“Lead-off players are to remain in the game at least three 
innings, except in case of injury. The managers will select 
the balance of the teams, including the pitchers and sufficient 
other players to make up the squad of 25. 


“The managers will have jurisdiction as to the division of 
pitchers, catchers, infielders and outfielders. The only re- 
striction on the managers is that no pitcher will remain in 
the game for a period longer than three innings, unless the 
game should go into extra innings; the pitcher who is in the 
game at the close of the ninth inning may be continued on 
indefinitely, at the discretion of the manager. 


“If a pitcher enters the game after the commencement of an 
inning, that inning will not be included in his three innings 
of pitching. 

“In case of sickness or injury after the list has been an- 
nounced, with the approval of the League Presidents, a sub- 
stitution may be made by either manager.”
